Projects  and  sites  currently  being 
watched  are  : 

501  Broadway:  Jane  Winslow  was  called  by 
the  owner,  who  asked  that  THD  contribute 
input  on  what  THD  would  like  to  see  on  the 
ground  floor  of  501  Broadway.  The  top  will 
be  used  for  office  space.  The  Interim  North 
Beach  Neighborhood  Commercial  Housing 
Conservation  Special-Use  District,  put  into 
effect  June  30,  1984,  prohibits  the  conversion 
of  housing  to  office  space.  However,  the 
owner  of  501  Broadway  got  a  permit  for 
space  on  the  second  and  third  floors  one 
month  before  the  housing  conversion  special- 
use  district  went  into  effect. 

North  Beach  Pizza:  Possible  expansion  of 
North  Beach  Pizza. 

722  Lombard:  Development  of  a  small 
building  -  public  hearing  June  5. 

Safeway:  Expansion  of  the  present  Safeway 
site  from  40,000  to  50,000  square  feet  with 
overhead  parking. 

Malt  Factory:  (Chestnut  and  Francisco; 
Mason  and  Powell)  Future  development  into 
housing  units. 

I-Hotel:  Public  hearing  on  the  draft  EIR. 

THD  formed  an  informal  coalition  three  years 
ago  with  the  owners  of  the  Washington  Mont¬ 
gomery  Tbwer  and  Holiday  Inn  to  fight  the 
current  development  plans  at  the  former  In¬ 
ternational  Hotel  site  (the  block  surrounded 
by  Jackson,  Kearny,  Columbus  and 
Washington  Streets).

The  current  plans  call  for 
three  buildings:  (1)  eight-floor  office  building 
at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Mont¬ 
gomery,  (2)  a  75-ft.  housing  development  at 
Jackson  and  Kearny  (120  units),  and  (3)  a

14-story  office  building  on  Kearny,  between 
Washington  and  Jackson. 

At  the  hearing  Jane  Winslow,  representing 
THD,  pointed  out  that  in  1979,  a  total  of  264 
housing  units  were  demolished.  All  of  those 
units  should  be  replaced.  She  stressed  that 
currently  there  is  a  lot  of  empty  office  space 
in  the  area,  and  no  more  is  needed. 

Telegraph  Hill  is  still  visually  a  hill,  Winslow 
pointed  out,  because  for  30  years  Tfelegraph 
Hill  Dwellers  has  fought  to  keep  tall  buildings 
away  from  the  base  of  the  hill.  Allowing  this 
unnecessary,  unneeded  200  ft.  office  building 
close  to  the  base  of  ^telegraph  Hill  would  en¬ 
courage  further  expansion  of  the  financial 
district  into  North  Beach.  At  the  end  of  the 
hearing,  President  of  the  Planning  Commis¬ 
sion  JObby  Rosenblatt  suggested  that  the 
City  look  at  an  additional  all-housing  alter¬ 
native  for  this  site.

Saving  La  Pantera 

Recent  weeks  have  seen  heated  controversy 
over  the  possible  demolition  of  one  of  the 
oldest  restaurants  in  North  Beach.  La 
Pantera,  at  1234  Grant  Street,  has  been 
closed  down  by  new  owner  Lorenzo  Petroni, 
who  also  owns  the  adjoining  Basta  Pasta 
restaurant.  THD  is  determined  to  save  the 
neighborhood  from  the  destruction  of  yet 
another  beloved  establishment. 

Mr.  Petroni  closed  La  Pantera  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  expanding  Basta  Pasta.  His  original 
plan  was  to  break  through  the  wall  con¬ 
necting  the  two  restaurants  and  create  a 
downstairs  bar  and  upstairs  mezzanine  in  the 
existing  La  Pantera  building.  After  further  in¬ 
vestigation  he  decided  it  was  necessary  to 
raze  La  Pantera.  He  applied  for  a  demolition 
permit,  which  was  granted. 

THD’s  Jane  Winslow,  supported  by  a  large 
crowd  of  Tfelegraph  Hill  and  North  Beach 
residents,  appealed  the  permit  at  a  May  7 
meeting  before  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Permit  Appeals.  The  outcome  was  that 
Petroni  would  discuss  the  situation  with 
neighborhood  residents  and  businesses  to 
come  up  with  building  plans  agreeable  to  all 
parties.  Furthermore,  he  would  need  to  be 
granted  a  conditional-use  permit  in  order  to 
expand  Basta  Pasta  beyond  the  2,500  square 
feet  that  are  allowed  under  North  Beach 
neighborhood  commercial  zoning  controls  for 
all  restaurants  in  the  area. 

THD,  Mr.  Petroni  and  the  Planning  Depart¬ 
ment  are  currently  meeting  to  work  out  a 
solution.  THD  hopes  that  Mr.  Petroni  will 
come  to  see  the  importance  to  the 
neighborhood  of  preserving  the  facade  of  La 
Pantera. 

Built  in  1906,  as  recontruction  began  in  the 
City  after  the  big  earthquake,  La  Pantera 
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became  a  popular  hang-out  for  journalists 
and  all  varieties  of  bohemian  types.  The 
charming  character  of  the  historic  block  of 
Grant  Street  on  which  it  sits  has  already  suf¬ 
fered  the  beginnings  of  irreversible 
destruction. 

La  Pantera’s  unique  facade  is  a  crucial  part 
of  this  fragile  piece  of  North  Beach.  Not 
only  would  the  demolition  of  the  restaurant 
contribute  to  the  demise  of  the  City’s 
historical  structures,  it  would  surely  increase 
overall  rents  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  Italian  American  Federation,  the  San 
Francisco  Heritage  Foundation,  and  the 
California  Heritage  Foundation  have  joined 
THD  and  scores  of  Neighbors  in  urging  Mr. 
Petroni  to  rethink  his  objective.  He  is  en¬ 
couraged  to  consider  the  federal  govern¬ 


ment’s  investment  tax  credits  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  historic  buildings,  as  well  as 
the  immeasurable  value  of  preserving  one  of 
the  City’s  treasured  assets. 

The  situation  at  hand  can  be  summed  up  like 
this:  Grant  Street  is  to  North  Beach  what  the 
Cable  Cars  are  to  San  Francisco.

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New  Program  For  Litter  Patrol 

I  have  met  several  times  with  Mike  Clements, 
our  district  supervisor  of  street  cleaning,  to 
discuss  solutions  to  our  litter  problems.  Our 
district  covers  Tfelegraph  Hill,  Nob  Hill,  North 
Beach,  Russian  Hill,  Fisherman’s  Wharf,  and 
the  Tfenderloin. 

Mike  provided  me  with  a  background  of  the 
new  program  developed  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works.  What  was  formerly  the  S.F. 
Litter  Patrol,  covered  jointly  by  DPW  and 
SFPD,  is  now  completely  run  by  DPW.  There 
are  five  district  supervisors  throughout  the 
city.  Each  has  a  full-time,  uniformed  en¬ 
vironmental  control  officer  working  for 
him/her.  They  are  strictly  enforcing  litter 
laws.  The  city  is  refining  the  laws  to  spell  out 
clearly  responsibilities  concerning  litter.  DPW 
asks  that  commercial  establishments  take  an 
active  part  in  keeping  their  neighborhoods 
clean. 

Our  district  environmental  control  officer  is 
Carl  Curry. 

Mike  is  also  the  supervisor  of  our  district’s 
orange-vested  street  sweepers.  He  will  keep 
me  posted  on  the  latest  developments  and 
will  provide  tips  on  how  the  community  can 
help  the  city  clean  up  trash.  Summer  projects 
may  be  developed.

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Life  is  Valuable  in  North  Beach 

Editor’s  Note:  Carla  Sarvis  spoke  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  February  urging  ac¬ 
tion  against  rising  rents.  Many  listeners  were 
moved  by  Carla’s  speech.  Following  are 
excerpts: 

North  Beach  is  unlike  many  other  com¬ 
munities  because  you  can  still  find  some 
respite  from  the  fast,  cold,  indifferent  fran¬ 
chise  stores.  Because  you  can  still  talk,  barter, 
expound  on  issues  with  your  butcher,  baker, 
and  pastry  maker.  Because  they  will  share 
their  personal  affairs  with  you,  and  you  will 
give  all  that  back  to  them.  Because  they  will 
help  you  in  times  of  crisis. 

Going  from  one  store  to  another  on  a  shop¬ 
ping  day  is  like  a  bee  that  goes  from  one 
flower  to  another  taking  nectar  for  nourish¬ 
ment  and  in  return  pollinating  other  flowers. 

Human  beings  need  to  socialize,  need  to  have 
an  extended  support  structure,  need  to  com- 
munciate.  When  small  businesses  are  forced 
to  leave  the  community,  this  fragile  balance 
is  broken. 


Where  Do  the  Supes  Stand? 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  super¬ 
visors’  stands  on  the  commercial  rent  issue. 
The  supervisors  listed  are  those  who  re¬ 
turned  the  Semaphore’s  calls. 

Nancy  Walker:  She  supports  rent  stabiliza¬ 
tion,  a  short-term  moratorium  on  large  rent 
increases,  and  is  working  with  THD  to 
establish  a  planning  district.  Walker  also 
wants  the  Small  Business  Commission  to  pro¬ 
vide  businessmen  with  data  on  commercial 
property.  She  feels  that  landlords  often  think 
they  can  get  more  rent  than  the  market  ac¬ 
tually  allows.  Better  information  would  allow 
them  to  make  more  realistic  assessments  on 
what  they  can  charge. 

Harry  Britt:  Britt’s  rent  control  legislation  is 
at  a  standstill.  Aide  Sharon  Johnson  said  that 
public  hearings  did  not  produce  high 
numbers  of  businesses  forced  out  by  high 
rents.  “Unless  tenants  speak  out,  we  can’t  do 
anything,”  she  says. 

Bill  Maher:  Maher,  too,  is  working  to  give 
more  information  to  landlords  and  tenants. 
He  is  against  commercial  rent  control,  but 
suggests,  “People  should  vote  with  their 
feet”  by  boycotting  firms  replacing  those 
forced  out  by  high  rents.  Maher  himself  has 
walked  the  picket  lines  to  protest  the  clos¬ 
ing  of  neighborhood  stores  from  rent  boosts. 

Doris  Ward:  Ward  supports  “whatever 
works”  —  zoning,  arbitration,  or  rent  control. 
“There’s  a  need  for  some  kind  of  controls,” 
she  says. 

Carol  Ruth  Silver:  This  supervisor  is  prepar¬ 
ing  legislation  making  North  Beach  a  historic 
district  subject  to  more  stringent  controls. 
She  also  advocates  a  district  commission 
which  would  specify  the  kinds  of  new 
businesses  allowed  in  North  Beach.  Silver 
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feels  that  her  program  would  reduce  the  in¬ 
centive  for  owners  to  keep  storefronts  vacant 
while  waiting  for  Montgomery  Street  to  spill 
over  into  the  area. 

John  Molinari:  Aide  Ace  Smith  says  that 
Molinari  “is  completely  open-minded  to  in¬ 
dependent  arbitration”  but  does  not  favor 
commercial  rent  control. 

Richard  Hongisto:  As  a  landlord,  Hongisto 
does  not  vote  on  the  commercial  rent  issue. 


Goodbye,  Franco 

He  left  his  family  in  Sicily  30  years  ago,  but 
found  a  larger  one  at  Malvina’s.  In  15  years 
of  owning  Malvina’s  he  has  tended  his  second 
family  with  the  tenderness,  generosity,  and 
mock  severity  of  an  Italian  patriarch. 

Now  Franco  Bruno  is  preparing  for  his  second 
major  move  as  he  closes  the  Union  Street 
Malvina’s.  Forced  to  vacate  by  a  300-per-cent 
rent  increase,  Franco  is  moving  his  coffee- 
roasting  business  to  1489  Folsom.  He  was  still 
trying  to  find  a  North  Beach  location  for  his 
coffee  house  as  of  press  time. 

The  leave  taking  is  a  sad  one  for  both  Franco 
and  his  customers,  many  of  whom  see 
Malvina’s  as  a  second  home.  A  board  for  their 
keys  lines  a  kitchen  wall.  A  shelf  holds  mail 
for  those  who  regularly  have  mail  delivered 
to  Malvina’s. 

“He  knows  my  schedule.  He  knows  my 
friends,”  says  Jeanne  Milligan.  “If  I  get  sick, 
he  lets  people  know.  When  I  have  visitors 
from  Europe,  he  greets  them,  seats  them,  and 
entertains  them  till  I  arrive.”  Jeanne  says  her 
case  is  not  special  —  Franco  is  involved  in 
many  customers’  lives. 


Franco  was  preparing  to  celebrate  Malvina’s 
30th  anniversary  by  returning  to  original 
prices  -  cappuccino  for  35  cents,  coffee  at  15 
cents  -  when  he  was  hit  with  the  rent 
increase. 

“It  was  like  a  Peyton  Place  here,”  he  recalls 
of  the  months  when  he  was  still  hopeful  of 
negotiating  with  his  landlady.  “One  day  we 
were  staying,  the  next  we  were  moving.  THD 
really  worked  hard  for  us.”  During  those  days 
Milligan  and  other  supporters  met  daily  to 
plan  strategy. 

The  soft-spoken  Franco  has  become  a  leader 
in  defending  North  Beach  small  businesses 
against  unreasonable  rent  increases.  But  he 
is  disappointed  with  some  of  his  fellow 
businessmen.  “Many  didn’t  support  us 
because  they  were  scared  of  retaliation”  from 
landlords.  Ironically,  three  of  the  business 
owners  who  did  not  speak  out  are  now 
faced  with  their  own  closings  because  of 
hefty  rent  hikes. 

The  past  months  have  been  stressful.  Fran¬ 
co  laughs  that  had  his  wife  been  American 
born,  she  would  have  divorced  him.  The  cou¬ 
ple  lives  in  Hayward  and  has  two  married 
daughters  and  a  22-year-old  son. 

But  in  many  ways  his  real  home  is  Malvina’s. 
He  is  now  moving  into  his  Folsom  Street  loca¬ 
tion.  “Every  time  I  go  inside  it’s  like  a  new 
country.  Already  it’s  a  month  since  we  have 
been  moving,  but  as  soon  as  I  dump  a  box, 
I  say,  ‘Let’s  go  home.’  ” 

But  typically  Franco  is  as  concerned  about 
his  Malvina  family  as  for  himself.  He 
describes  an  elderly  customer.  “She’s  been 
coming  here  once  a  week  to  buy  a  pound  of 
French  roast.  She’s  been  doing  it  since 
Malvina’s  opened.  I  don’t  know  how  to  tell 
her  we’re  moving.  I  don’t  know  what  to  say.” 
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Sale  of  Haslett  Building 

The  Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area 
quietly  made  plans  to  sell  the  Haslett  buil¬ 
ding,  which  houses  the  Maritime  Museum,  to 
a  developer  for  partial  or  total  commercial 
use. 

THD  opposes  the  use  of  the  spot  for  commer¬ 
cial  space.  Herb  Kosovitz  is  representing  THD 
at  hearings  on  the  matter.

North  Beach  Rent  Update 

A  coalition  of  THD,  New  North  Beach  Mer¬ 
chants,  North  Beach  Neighbors,  and  Russian 
Hill  Neighbors  is  trying  to  stop  the  escalation 
of  commercial  rents.

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Grace  Marchant  Garden  —  Success 

The  final  chapter  in  the  long  campaign  to 
save  the  Grace  Marchant  Garden  on  the 
Filbert  Steps  closed  successfully  in  early 
April  when  the  Trust  for  Public  Land  ac¬ 
quired  the  property  at  221  Filbert  Street.  TPL 
and  Friends  of  the  Garden,  a  group  of 
Telegraph  Hill  residents  committed  to  the 
garden’s  preservation,  raised  almost  $200,000 
from  foundations,  corporations,  and  more 
than  4000  individuals  to  make  the  acquisition 
possible.  It  looks  as  though  there  will  be  close 
to  $20,000  to  go  into  an  endowment  to  be 
used  for  the  garden’s  future  maintenance. 
Many  thanks  and  congratulations  to  all  who 
participated.  A  special  thanks  goes  to  the 
members  of  the  Tblegraph  Hill  Dwellers  who 
played  a  critical  role  in  the  project’s  success, 
contributing  money  to  be  used  at  risk  in  the 
early  going  for  option  payments  to  keep  the 
deal  alive. 

The  garden  thanks  you.  And  thanks  also  to 
Gary  Kray,  who  is  carrying  on  Grace’s  tradi¬ 
tion  by  taking  care  of  the  garden  she  en¬ 
trusted  him.  The  garden  is  in  full  bloom,  and 
looks  better  than  ever.  Now  it  can  stay  that 
way.  Grace  would  be  proud. 

The  Back  l&ird  Naturalist 

It  streaks  through  the  sky,  a  shimmering  flash 
of  light.  It  seems  to  come  from  other  worlds. 
But  the  Anna’s  hummingbird  is  very  much  an 
area  resident.  It  is  abundant  in  the  Bay  Area 
and  common  in  Tslegraph  Hill  gardens.  Tip¬ 
ping  the  scales  at  one-eighth  of  an  ounce,  it 
is  California’s  largest  hummingbird. 

Males  -  distinguished  from  females  by  irides¬ 
cent  red  throat  patches  —  spend  their  lives 
defending  miniature  territories  against  other 
hummers,  large  birds,  and  even  insects.  Walk 
through  flowered  areas  and  listen  to  their 
squeaky  songs  proclaiming  territory 
ownership. 

Hummingbirds  are  aerial  artists.  They  can  fly 


backwards,  straight  up  and  down,  and  even 
upside  down.  While  hovering,  the  Anna’s 
beats  its  wings  seventy-eight  times  a  second. 
Such  activities  expend  great  energy.  You 
might  want  to  help  the  Anna’s  by  putting  out 
a  hummingbird  feeder  filled  with  sugar  - 
never  honey,  which  is  harmful  to  hummers 
-  and  water. 

Marchant  Garden  Notes 

When  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  made  a 
site  inspection  of  the  Grace  Marchant  Garden 
last  November,  Gary  Kray  stood  explaining 
about  his  garden  -  while  plucking  dead 
leaves  from  a  fuchsia  plant.  Gary’s  work  on 
the  garden  never  stops. 

He  is  already  planning  for  next  year’s  spring 
when  he  will  plant  “extraordinary  stuff”  — 
500  new  bulbs  and  hybrid  irises  already 
ordered  from  Holland.  The  new  plants  will 
join  150  rose  bushes  spanning  12  varieties, 
pluroma  (the  purple-flowered  trees);  hanging 
trumpet  tree,  camellias,  flowering  quince, 
ginger,  lily  of  the  valley,  baby  tears,  and 
banana  trees.  The  garden  contains  5,000 
bulbs  and  is  in  one  of  the  Bay  Area’s  27 
special  micro-climates. 

Gary  spends  an  average  of  25  hours  a  week 
working  in  the  garden,  but  has  labored  as 
much  as  40  hours  weekly  getting  it  in  shape. 
He  does  not  get  paid. 

His  favorite  time  is  the  morning  watering. 
“It’s  my  way  of  saying  hello  to  all  my  friends 
and  to  my  flowers.  I  have  a  personal  rapport 
with  my  plants.  Watering  is  sort  of  like 
feeding  my  pets.” 

But  his  garden  artistry  has  its  price.  Gary 
wryly  mentions  “being  enslaved  to  the 
garden.  It  owns  you.” 

One  of  his  major  problems  these  days  are  the 
runners  who  run  along  the  Filbert  Steps  and 
wear  down  the  fragile  wooden  stairs.  He  sug¬ 
gests  they  reroute  to  the  sturdier  concrete 
Greenwich  Steps.

The  Broadway  Beat 

Within  the  next  few  months  three  separate 
issues  concerning  the  Broadway  area  will  go 
before  public  hearings  and  be  resolved  by 
city  officials:  the  renewal  of  the  after-hours 
cabaret  permit  of  the  Stone,  the  revocation 
of  the  Palladium’s  cabaret,  dance  and  enter¬ 
tainment  permits;  and  amendments  to  the  in¬ 
terim  zoning  controls  for  the  Broadway 
special-use  district. 

Both  locals  and  tourists  enjoy  the  intersec¬ 
tion  of  Broadway  and  Columbus  and  provide 
a  constant  stream  of  on-lookers  and  colorful 
fun-seekers.  Restaurants,  clubs,  and  retail 
outlets  also  contribute  to  the  aura  of  North 
Beach.  Perhaps  less  familiar  is  the  delicate 
mixture  of  people  and  business  in  the  area: 

*  1,000  people  live  on  and  above  the  three 
Broadway  blocks  between  Columbus  and 
Sansome  Streets. 

*  80  percent  of  the  Broadway  residents  are 
elderly. 

*  Several  prime  storefronts  are  empty. 

*  Twelve  topless  businesses  exist,  but  only 
three  have  liquor  licenses. 

*  The  Broadway  scene  has  the  highest  in¬ 
cidence  of  crime  on  weekends  of  any  area 
in  San  Francisco,  including  the  Tenderloin. 

In  the  last  twelve  months,  the  Broadway 
district  has  seen  a  marked  increase  in  crime. 
Teenagers  from  the  suburbs  and  cities  as  far 
away  as  Stockton  cruise  the  area  in  cars, 
bringing  traffic  in  the  Broadway  Tunnel  to  a 
standstill.

Central  Station  has  had  to  dispatch  a  special 
task  force  of  twenty-eight  officers  to  patrol 
the  Broadway  area  and  respond  to  reports  of 
violence,  rowdiness,  and  drug  and  alcohol 
abuse.  Businesses  report  vandalism  and 
break-ins. 
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Captain  Gray,  commander  of  Central  Station, 


who  walked  the  Broadway  beat  himself  for 
five  years,  says  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
large  special  detail  is  expensive  and  takes 
away  officers  from  other  beats.  He  receives 
letters  and  complaints  from  area  residents 
about  the  violence. 

In  January  the  Stone’s  after-hours  permit 
lapsed  and  the  Police  Department  refused  to 
renew  it.  The  police  have  served  notice  to  the 
Palladium  that  their  three  permits  must  be 
reviewed  because  of  violations.  The  Stone  is 
currently  facing  an  Alcoholic  Beverge  Con¬ 
trol  violation  and  must  establish  a  bonafide 
eating  establishment  in  order  to  comply  with 
the  Type  47  liquor  license. 

The  THD  Board  and  North  Beach  Neighbors 
have  issued  statements  supporting  the  per¬ 
manent  suspension  of  the  after-hours  permit 
for  the  Stone.  Neither  group  opposes  music 
and  entertainment  until  2:00  a.m.  Positions 
regarding  the  Palladium  are  being  estab¬ 
lished.  Both  the  Stone  and  the  Palladium 
hearings  are  scheduled  for  June. 

The  Broadway  Association  is  forming  for 
merchants,  property  owners,  residents,  and 
professionals  on  Broadway  and  its  feeder 
streets.  Anyone  interested  should  contact 
Marsha  Garland,  673-3228. 

The  Broadway  commercial  district  is  in  the 
process  of  being  rezoned  for  the  first  time  in 
twenty-five  years.  City  Planning  has  created 
interim  zoning  controls  for  the  area,  reflec¬ 
ting  both  the  traditional  entertainment  use 
of  Broadway  and  the  threats  of  downtown 
encroachment. 

Highlights  of  current  interim  controls  allow: 

*  Height  limit  of  40  feet  with  a  maximum  of 
65  feet  with  a  conditional  use  permit.  Col¬ 
umbus  Avenue’s  controls  are  40  feet.

THD  wants  to  have  a  say  in  the  future 
development  of  our  boundary  with  the  finan¬ 
cial  district  and  is  working  with  Chinatown 
Resource  Center,  North  Beach  Neighbors,  and 
Central  Station  toward  that  end.

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Temporary  North  Beach 
Traffic  Resolutions 

On  May  23,  as  a  result  of  community  pressure 
and  traffic  studies,  the  Police  Commission 
passed  temporary  restrictions  to  parking  and 
turning  in  the  Broadway  area.  Severe  traffic 
congestion  (resulting  from  cruising)  has  pro¬ 
hibited  emergency  vehicles,  caused  drivers  to 
idle  in  the  Broadway  Tunnel  for  up  to  45 
minutes,  and  become  a  problem  endemic  to 
Broadway/North  Beach,  along  with  ex¬ 
cessively  loud  car  radios  and  heckling. 

The  Police  Department  asks  your  cooperation 
for  this  6-month  program.  Following  are  the 
restrictions: 

No  left  turn  (Fri.  and  Sat.  9  pm  through  Sat. 
4  am  and  Sun.  4  am  —  “cruising  hours”)  from 
Broadway  and  onto  Broadway  at  Powell,  San- 
some,  Montgomery  Streets,  and  from  Powell 
onto  Jackson. 

No  right  turn  (same  times)  from  Battery  on¬ 
to  Broadway. 

Additionally,  in  the  Coit  Tbwer  parking  area, 
there  will  be  No  Parking  -  Tbw  Away  from  10 
pm  -  6  am,  7  days,  except  vehicles  with  Area 
“A”  residential  parking  permits. 

Also,  no  traffic  (except  emergency  vehicles) 
will  be  permitted  on  Broadway  between  Bat¬ 
tery  and  Front  during  cruising  hours.  (This 
is  to  eliminate  the  U-turns  made  in  this  block 
to  get  back  onto  Broadway.) 

As  soon  as  DPW’s  sign  shop  makes  the  ap¬ 
propriate  signs,  the  resolution  will  go  into  ef¬ 
fect.  Please  call  Marsha  Garland,  673-3228, 
if  you  have  questions.

Meet  Your  Neighbor 

In  1953  Nancy  Katz,  with  borrowed  truck  and 
sound  system,  placed  petitions  in  all 
neighborhood  businesses  and  helped  mobilize 
people  so  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
listened.  With  the  spirited  help  of  lawyer 
Harold  Wise,  she  saved  the  39  Coit  bus.  In 
1954,  Nancy  was  a  founding  member  of  THD. 
In  1955,  to  stop  Joseph  Alioto  (then  chairman 
of  the  Redevelopment  Agency)  from  flatten¬ 
ing  the  Hill  south  of  Union  to  build  residen¬ 
tial  high-rises,  Nancy  and  THD  initiated  the 
40-foot  height  limit  previously  established 
elsewhere  on  the  Hill. 
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Nancy  also  helped  get  telephone  poles  and 
wires  placed  underground  and  gave  Dorothy 
Erskine  a  hand  in  replacing  them  with  trees. 
She  helped  organize  a  costume  parade  and 
“Carnivale”  at  Fugazi  Hall  to  raise  funds  for 
the  remodeling  of  Washington  Square  in  1956 
and  for  seven  years  was  THD’s  first  Publicity 
Chairman  where  she  notably  increased  THD’s 
visibility  and  political  clout.  She  led  the  fight 
in  the  1960’s  to  stop  the  535-car,  13-foot-high- 
concrete-walled  garage  under  Washington 
Square.  For  three  years  she  fought  the  Golden 
Gate  Freeway  and  now  works  on  the  Mayor’s 
committee  to  tear  down  the  remaining  Em- 
barcadero  Freeway.  For  two  years  she 
worked  for  “Preferential  Parking”  which 
became  the  pilot  program  for  other 
neighborhoods  and  cities.  She  is  still  con¬ 
sulted  about  how  that  process  works. 

Nancy  has  served  THD  as  treasurer, 
secretary-treasurer,  vice  president,  and 
historian.  She  was  also  on  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  for  five  years. 

“Is  it  all  work  and  no  play?”  I  asked.  Nancy 
laughed  and  told  about  the  time  when  in  ap¬ 
preciation  for  her  work  to  save  #39,  a  group 
of  merchants  awarded  her  “Lady  of  the  Week 
Orchid.”  She  was  handed  a  certificate  ~ 
“Pick  it  up  yourself”  -  but  not  the  orchid. 

She  also  remembers  how  the  first  “ship¬ 
wreck”  party  ever  held  by  THD  included 
“The  Guckenheimer  Sourkraut  Band”  whose 
music  (“awful”)  attracted  people  up  the  hill 
from  Washington  Square  where  the  first  San 
Francisco  Art  Festival  was  in  progress.  Tb 
decorate  for  that  party,  Nancy  and  Clarice 
Meyer  gathered  “stuff”  from  the  Sausalito 
dump.  Times  have  changed. 

Nancy,  who  was  born  in  Portland,  Oregon, 
volunteered  as  a  teenager  in  a  local  children’s 
hospital,  an  interest  later  expressed  when 
she  served  with  the  Northeast  Community
